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lientsin; it, is ran by Pin-pu-sisu-ehi , the Tientsin representative of the 
soviet trade Delegation. This office has branches in Kalgan, Taiyuan, 

Peiping, and Tsinan. Chinese exports consist chiefly of peanut oil, bristles, 
nide, furs, animal bones, and tea leaves. Soviet items are mainly chemicals, 
macninery , and various daily necessities cf Soviet manufacture. 


" y ^ Ie February 1952 more than. 120 Soviet mining engineering specialists 

had been transferred from mines in the Northeast to various mines in North 
Cnina. The Metal Mining Administration of the Ministry of Heavy Industries 
has come to an agreement with the Soviet commercial representatives in Peiping 
lor cooperation in exploiting, shipping, and selling minerals. The mineral 
output of North China is expected to increase greatly, but at the same time 
the Soviet advisers and technical experts will gain m«?re direct control over 
such operations.
